The use of either my new Cornet or new Trumpet will enhance the playing ability of any Corneétist at least twenty-five per cent. In other words, a Cornetist will play at 
least twenty-five per cent better with one of my instruments than he possibly could with any other Cornet or Trumpet. 

Do you ask why? My Cornets do not fatigue the performer. They play easier from the bottom to the top of the scale. Each note is properly placed and no special effort 
is required to produce it.

There is a difference, however, in the playing qualities of the different bores of cornets, also, between a Cornet and a Trumpet, which is not generally understood. When 
selecting the bore of an instrument, the Cornetist should consider the use for which it is to be required and choose accordingly. For my uses, the Circus Bore Cornet is the 
greatest and best Cornet I have ever put to my lips. There positively is no exception. It plays easier, has a better quality of tone and a scale that is superior to that of any other 
Cornet. 

I played a Circus Bore Cornet during the last tour of Mr. Sousa’s band and it gave me better satisfaction than any other Cornet I ever used. Aside from my solos in each 
of the two concerts every day, I did the first chair work and came out Of each strenuous program as fresh and vigorous as I was at the beginning. And what is still better is 
the wonderful charm of playing this new Cornet. It grows on the Cornetist until all other Cornets seem worthless in comparison. The tone of the Circus Bore Cornet is so elastic ) 
and beautiful that it never fails to win the admiration of both the Cornetist and the audience,

was discharged from the United States 
Army August, 1883. He secured a position as trom- 
bonist at Pope’s Theatre. In conjunction with other 
local musicians, the question of a musicians’ union was 
mutually discussed, which finally resulted in the founda- 
tion of the Musicians’ Mutual Benefit Association, Sept. 
13, 1885, and he was elected its first president. This was 
the first organization of any character, fraternal or trades 
union, he was ever connected with. He was then within 
month of being thirty-five years of age. “Knee 
breeches” were not in style then. This will be twenty- 
eight years next September. In all these years he has 
never drawn one cent from the Local as salary or per 
diem, except when for one year (1896) he was Secretary 
of the organization, for which he received the munificent 
salary of $25.00 per month. 

The only expense that could be considered as per 
diem, so frequently mentioned in this scurrilous hog- 
wash, is the expenses allowed for delegates to attend 
the annual convention, once a year, and which were in 
no instance sufficient to cover the actual expenses of such 
a trip. 

In all these twenty-eight years he has attended thou- 
sands of meetings and to nearly all the details of the 
business of the organization, often entailing heavy per- 
sonal expenses, but from 1885 to 1904, a period of nine- 
teen years, not a voucher can be shown that he ever 
received a cent for such expenses. 

Just previous to the St. Louis World’s Fair, in 1904, 
the local Executive Board, recognizing these facts, voted 
an allowance of $75.CO per annum to cover such expenses. 
every sensible person can readily realize that this allow- 
ance would not come within several hundred dollars of 
the actual expenses. In 1900 he was elected Secretary 
of the A. F. of M. The salary was then $50.00 per month, 
which was increased from time to time, as events justi- 
fied. In 1000 there were but 117 Locals; now there 
are 638. 

In 1901, against the most strenuous opposition of most 
of his fellow colleagues at the Denver convention, the In- 
ternational Musician was founded. In October of the same 
year the printing plant was installed. Results: One of 
the best equipped printing offices in the country, and an 
official journal that is a militant force in spreading the 
principles of the A. F. of M. and defending it against all 
enemies within and without. Since the journal and print- 
ing plant were established, there has been turned into the 
treasury of the A. F. of M., up to January 1, 1913, 
clear profit of something over $42,000; therefore, the 
Secretary has in actual fact never cost the organization 
a cent; and the same may be said of the Treasurer, who 
is the other member of the Publication Committee. 
These are facts that every member ought to know.

It is true that he has been prominently connected 
with organizations. He was for seven consecutive terms 
president of the St. Louis Central Trades and Labor 
Union. This is a position of honor, paying no salary. 
lle was president of the Missour: State Federation of 





Labor for three years. For this he received $150.00 per 
annum. This amount never paid even a small modicum 


of the actual expense of the office. He was for two years 
a member of the Board of Freeholders of St. Louis, who 
met twice each week, without any perquisites or salary 
whatever, but all these positions helped the musicians in 
a marked degree. 

The statement as to President Weber’s visit “to St. 
Louis is simply a malicious lie. On Feb. 18 Mr. Weber 
stopped in St. Louis on his way home, coming from the 
far West. He arrived at 9:00 a. m., and had to leave at 
noon the same day. He immediately came to Secretary 
Miller’s office, who had an appointment that morning 
with a physician, therefore not in. There was no meet- 
ing of the Local that day, as stated in this scurrilous cir- 


cular. The President of the Local was installed six 
weeks before this visit. Mr. Weber visited the local 
office and paid his respects. The local President was 


not then in the office. Mr. Weber expressed a desire to 
see the site of the St. Louis World’s Fair of 1904. There 
was but one way to gratify this wish and get him to the

MUSIC A NECESSITY. 


Local No. 310 maintains a propaganda to raise the 
standard of music played in theatres and does this in 
pursuance of a policy to enlist the assistance of the pub- 
lic in the matter. 

The Press Committee of the Local entrusted with the 
furtherance of this propaganda submits the following 
statements to the membership of the Federation, to bring 
about throughout the entire North American Continent 
the reforms they advocate. 

Music is a necessity, not a luxury! Before those who 
may disagree with this statement contradict it, let them 
picture life without music. This includes every pleas- 
ing sound. 

Stop the mother’s lullaby, and the baby lips from coo 
ing an answer; stop the boys from whistling and the busy 
man from humming at his desk; silence all the birds, the 
murmur of the brook and the w hisper of the wind in the 
trees. Impossible? Of course it is; just as impossible 
as it is to stop the sun from shining. 

Music then is so much a part of our existence as to be 
indispensable; therefore music is a necessity! 

The A. F. of M. is accordingly engaged in handling 
one of the necessities of life, one that takes its place as 
second only to the need of food and clothing. 

These lines have, 
many of our fellow 
business, 


we hope, changed the viewpoint of 
members as to the nature of our 


The first element of success in any business is faith 
in what you are doing; the second is that you have con- 
fidence in your own ability. These truths apply equally 
to the management of a department store, or the play- 
ing of a violin or horn. 

The A. F. of M. is the most important factor in the 
musical life of the nation. Nothing comes closer to the 
people in their songs. Religious systems differ in essen- 
tials; music is universal, differing only in non-essentials. 
At the risk of appearing prolix, let us clear up the last 
statements. No amount of money coupled with artistic 
impulse can produce a symphony or opera without an 
orchestra. Now, then, brother musician, your business 
is of prime importance to the community and your or- 
ganization is of prime importance in handling that busi- 
ness. 

The point of our argument is this—stop knocking 
your own business. If you don’t believe in it, how can 
you expect others to? We have, as a class, been looking 
at the wrong the picture too long. This new 
viewpoint Opens up many possibilities. 

Up to the present we have accepted the idea that our 
share in an entertainment did not amount to much, and 
that in the case of the theatre, we were there almost as 
a matter of charity. So long as we ourselves held to this 
idea, or at best did nothing to combat it, we can hardly 
blame managers for their attitude toward the profession.

the inadequate number of men employed in theatre or- 
chestras and the consequent inferior music which is per- 
formed in contrast with that given in European countries, 

Is it not possible to secure the earnest co-operation of 
every Local toward raising the standard of music as 
played in our theatres? It should be a matter of personal 
pride with every leader to see that his programs never 
descend to the deplorably low level which is so often met 
with, and particularly in the city of New York. It is 
not expected that only serious compositions be per- 
formed, for the province of the theatre is rather to en- 
tertain than to educate, but there is such a wealth of 
musical literature to choose from, good music, which is 
light, entertaining and dignified. Melody and rythm are 
the essentials of all music which lives in the souls of the 
masses, and that does not necessarily mean our present 
day ragtime, turkey trot, ete. 

Every effort in the cause of good music adds dignity 
to the profession, and whatever raises the musician in 
the esteem of the multitude must eventually be of in- 
estimable benefit to each and every member of our or 
ganization, artistically and professionally. 

Humanity always has and always will. strive for that 
which is just beyond its reach, consequently any attempt 
to “play down” to the level of an audience is foredoomed 
to failure. 

There may be temporary applause but real success 
comes only in response to the effort that arouses the 
God-given instinct to look upwards. 

Let the two words, “Musical America,” become preg- 
nant with meaning. Let every member of the A. F. of 
M. pledge himself to place his art where it rightfully be- 
longs, high in the respect and affection of the people. 

The final arbiter in all discussions between two 
classes of the community is the public. We must, there- 
fore, enlist the strongest force on our side, the force of 
public opinion.—PRESS COMMITTEE, Local No. 310. 
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THE FLOOD. 


It certainly is remarkable that such an enlightened 
and practical people as the people of the United States 
have proven themselves to be, have not long ago taken 
steps to prevent a repetition of those dreadful floods. 
Year after year hundreds of lives are lost and millions 
of property destroyed. Surely the genius that conceived 
and performed the great achievement of building the 
Panama Canal is equal to the task of keeping the rivers 
of the country within their banks by an adequate levee 
system. The great valley between the Alleghany and 
Rocky Mountaitis could be made the garden spot of the 
world. It would cost a great deal of money, but what- 
ever it might cost would be justified by the great good 
that would result. The wholeswalley would be insured 
against possible loss. Thousands of acres of land that 
are worthless now would be reclaimed. It would add to 
the wealth of the nation ten times the cost. It would 
forever drive out malaria and make living a joy. 

We have spent nearly, if not quite, $500,000,000 on 
the Philippine Islands. Every year we send thousands 
of our young men to garrison the islands. On the way 
over they meet shiploads of physical and mental wrecks 
returning to their homes. The islands are not worth 
such a sacrifice. Had the money that has been wasted 
on this imperial gold brick of benevolent assimilation 
been used in building levees, it would have given thou 
sands profitable employment and kept our young men at 
home. It would have given employment to every idle 
man in the country. The unemployment problem would 
have been solved. Prosperity would have camped on the 
trail of the workers, and its benificent influence would 
have permeated the land. When Col. Goethals gets 
through with the Panama Canal, what's the matter with 
him moving the whole outfit to the Delta of the Mis- 
sissippi River and starting from there to Lake Itaska; 
then take in the Ohio; then the Missouri. Cities, towns 
and villages will spring up where there is at present only 
nuasmatic Swamps. 

The trouble is that every Senator on Representative 
has some little creek in his State or district that he in 
sists needs attention, therefore must have a portion of 
the “pork barrel.” The consequence is that the appro- 
priations for rivers and harbors is frittered away, and 
but little good accomplished. : 

Thirty-one States of the Union are interested, deeply 
interested, in this subject. If the Senators and Repre 
sentatives of these thirty-one States would get together 
and throw aside all thought of local benefit, but détermine 
to secure the greatest good for the greatest number, re 
gardless of petty local advantage, such calamities as are 
repeated every year, would become a matter of ancient 
history.

MUSIC MACHINES. 

When the Mergenthaler typesetting machine was 
finally perfected and put into successful operation the 
working printers were thrown into a panic, and prophe- 
cies were freely made that the introduction of this ma- 
chine sounded the death-knell of the Typographical 
Union. The cooler and wiser heads, on the contrary, 
saw an opportunity and were quick to grasp it by getting 
control of the machine, and they did just that. Result: 
there are more printers employed, more wages paid, and 
better conditions prevail than ever before, and better 





yet, the Typographical Union is today probably the best 
organized craft in the country. 

Music machines are beginning to displace orchestras 
in the cheaper theatres. The “Player” has an interesting 
article on this question, which is appended: 

AUTOMATIC INSTRUMENTS VS. MUSICIANS. 

Some recently acquired applications of electricity, used in 
connection with the musical instrument manufacturer’s art, are 
the making of a new industry, automatic-players and automatic- 
orchestras. The advent of these new instruments is becoming 
a vexatious problem to the musician of today. What the Mer- 
genthaler linotype did to the printer a few years ago, the “auto- 
matics” are, to some extent, doing today to the musicians. But 
the musician will always have two facts to bank on: First, the 
machine can never pick up a cue; second, no matter how much 
the automatic instrument may develop in the future, it will al- 
ways ‘be approaching human skill and human perfection, but 
never quite reaching it. People admire the machine to a lim- 
ited extent only. It is interesting only in-so-far as it imitates 
a human being, in the production of musical tones. Man’s 
handicraft is not so interesting as man himself when it comes 
to the rendition of a piece of music. The old music lovers will 
always want to hear the artist himself playing, not the machine. 
The uninitiated audiences will produce a demand for the new 
machine. 

This is the day of “trusts,” and the manufacturers say they 
can make an automatic instrument which will do the work of 
large orchestras at a very low cost. Music is now universally 
regarded as a “paramount necessity.” It is in fact a regular 
commodity. Hence the musical instrument manufacturers are 
concerning themselves with the manufacture of labor-saving 
devices. These devices will take the place of anywhere from 
five to fifteen-piece orchestras in our modern theatres. Within 
the past few weeks an auxiliary keyboard has appeared on the 
market which can be operated electrically with the theatre 
piano. It is mounted on a standard directly in front of the 
piano. They are equipped with pipe organ, xylophone, orches- 
tra bells, flute, violin, drums, cymbals, tom-tom, triangle, storm 
effects, comedy noise etc., and manipulated ‘by one person, the 
pianist. Every instrument thus operated is a unit ‘by itself. rhe 
theatre manager may if he wishes, place these instruments in 
various parts of the theatre to startle the uninitiated audiences. 
Many other mechanical and electrical instruments are being 
built to operate automatically, each working out some musical 
specialty in a novel way. 


This is a problem that must be faced and solved. As 
the printers solved the machine problem by gaining con 
trol of the machine, the musicians must do the same. 
Somebody must manipulate these music machines. In 
sist that such operators must be qualified musicians, 
members of the A. F. of M. 

Some doubting Thomases may say “that there is 
no comparison between the printing trade and music.” 
True; but the principle of the membership of the manipu 
lator of the automatics is identical. Don’t lose sight of that 
fact. 

The typesetting machine has completely taken the 
place’ of the human typesetter. The music machine 
never can take the place of the human orchestra. It is 
only the cheaper grade of amusement resorts that can 
substitute the machine for the orchestra. 

Music machines of a crude kind have been in use for 
a number of years, but never proved attractive. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the improved machines men- 
tioned in the “Player” article will prove more satisfac- 
tory. In the meantime, get in on the ground floor.

EVOLUTION IN AMUSEMENTS. 








The introduction of picture shows has resulted in en- 
tirely changing the amusement business of the world. 

They sprang up as a mushroom in the night. All at 
once the theatre managers noticed a tremendous falling 
off in their patronage. Looking around for the reason 
they found this new amusement—cheap and right next 
door to the people. At first the much perturbed man- 
agers thought that like the “skating rink,” it was a pass- 
ing popular fad. But the picture show remained, grew, 
multiplied and prospered exceedingly. Now, even the 
smallest hamlet has its one or two picture shows. The 
large cities have hundreds scattered everywhere all over 
the city and suburbs. The managers of the legitimate 
were in dispair. Many theatres were turned into vaude- 
ville and pictures with greatly reduced prices. To meet 
this change the managers began to reduce expenses, and, 
as usual, commenced on the orchestra. In almost every 
case the orchestras were reduced to the minimum. In 
some instances attempts were made to go below the mini- 
mum. This brought on conflicts with the Musicians’ 
Unions, and these were carried on with varying success. 

There are more musicians employed in the theatres 
now than 25 years ago, because to keep pace with the 
ever increasing population there are many more theatres 
now than then, but on the average the theatre orchestras 
of today are smaller by at least one-third than they 
were at that time. In the meantime the number of mu 
sicians has increased by at least 100 per cent. The ques 
tion is, how are the musicians to be indemnified for the 
loss of employment in the legitimate theatres? Answer: 
(set complete control of the picture and combined picture 
and vaudeville shows. 

When fhe picture show made its debut in the amuse- 
meat feld, as far as music was concerned, it was to get 
the cheapest that would answer the purpose. A nickel-in- 
the-slot machine piano, a pianola that could be manipu 
lated by any one of ordinary intelligence, or a grand or- 
chestra of piano and drum. A girl, usually less than 14 
vears of age, that could make an attempt to play a few 
simple rag time marches, in conjunction with a boy of 
about the same age, who had sufficient musical ear to 
rap a few “rub-a-dubs” in rythm with the piano, were all 
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that was needed. The cost was.a matter of froni four to 
six dollars per week. In the meantime, the people run- 
ning these shows were coining money. 

This developed so suddenly that the Locals of the A. 
F. of M. did not realize the import of the matter until 
these picture shows had been firmly established. The 
managers of the legitimate vigorously protested to the 
A. F. of M. against allowing these shows to intrude 
upon their business without making an effort to compel 
them to employ musicians under the same conditions 
that they, under the laws of the A. I. of M., were com 
pelled to comply with. 

The musicians were quick to realize the gravity of 
the situation and at once took action. An effort was 
made to unionize these cheap shows, which was strenu- 
ously opposed by the beneficiaries. In many cases the 
law as it applies to the employment of minors was in 
voked, and most of the children were compelled to give 
up this employment. The employers then tried the 
scheme of making these children stockholders, therefore 
not amenable to the law, but the first fair-minded judge 
that got a chance, declared that point not well taken, as 
the law did not exempt minor stockholders. After much 
hard work and agitation, most of these shows were com- 
pelled to employ union musicians. But the battle is not 
half won yet. It is in this field that the musicians must 
indemnify themselves for the loss of employment in the 
legitimate. The proportion is about 100 to 600—in other 
words, where the legitimates use 100 musicians, tthe many 
times more vaudeville and picture shows use 600, there- 
fore it is worth while to look well after these cheaper 
attractions and insist upon the employment of union 
musicians. Many of them resist paying fair wages. Very 
well. If they can’t pay fair wages, they should be put 
out of business. No one should be permitted to carry 
on a business that will not justify the payment of fair 
wages to the employes, let them be whom they may. 

As these shows are almost exclusively patronized by 
the toiling masses, they can always be successfully ap- 
pealed to refrain from patronizing any business attempts 
to profit through low wages. 
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CARL C. ANDERSON. 

The House of Representatives met at noon on Sun 
day, eb. 20, 1913, in special session to do honor to the 
memory of the late Carl C. Aderson, representative in 
Congress froni the State-of Ohio. 

A special delegation of twelve siembers of Local No. 
161, A. F. of M., were present as representing the A. F. 
of M., of which the deceased was an honored member. 

A number of his colleagues paid eloquent tribute to 
the high character and public virtue of the mourned de- 
parted. The Hon. Frank E. Willis, of the eighth Ohio 
district, delivered an oration which is an eloquent word 


picture of the true character of the man. He said: 


Mr. Willis Mr. Speaker, it has just been suggested to me 
by a friend that this day which we have set apart as a proper 
occasion to do honor to the memory of number of our de 
parted colleagues here and a number of deceased Members ot 
the Senate is as well the anniversary of a sad but interesting 
historigal occasion. Sixty-five years ago today, yonder in the 
old Hall of the Hou r rather in an adjoining cl 

all the House, or rath in an adjoining chamber, the 
great spirit of John Quincy Adams took its flight to the God 
who gave it. Two days before the old warrior had fallen on 
the field of battle with his armor n and his face to the 
foe; and 65 years ago today he ‘breathed S s Since that 


time, ‘Mr. Speaker, this body 


have gone into the Great Beyond, but I measure my words 
when I say that among that great number there have been few 
who gave more complete and unfaltering dk ion to the people 
who sent them here than did Carl Anderson, of Ohio. It was 
my pleasure and it will be throughout my life my fond recollec 





tion to have known Carl Anderson quite intimately, and vet that 
acquaintance did not extend over a very lengthy period. I did 
not know him personally until I came to this House at the 
beginning of this Congress. I had known of him, of course. 
because we lived in adjoining congressional districts, and his 
fame had spread over the State, but I met him first here in the 
City of Washington At his hotel, with that kindliness of spirit 
which was so characteristic of him, 1 came and introduced 
himself to me and, knowing that I was a new Member, he sought 
to make me feel comfortable, and before we had talked five 
minutes the had undertaken to smooth out me of the rough 
ways and explain how I might best get along with my work 
here, and particularly with the department work with which he 
was so thoroughly familiar. He aided me much, and generally 
gave me credit for work which he himself had done. I think. 
Mr. Speaker, that probably that was the most prominent char 
acteristic in the life of our deceased friend—the spirit of help 
fulness and generosity, the desire to make somebody comfort 
able and happy, the desre to extend a helping hand—and I thin® 
it is a characteristic which those of us who are left behind may 
well emulate My colleague from Ohio (Mr. Goeke) has re 
ferred eloquently to the fac fact of which we proud in 
Ohio—that this Ohio boy in whose honor we a ne e today, 
at the age of 10, was a common newsbov and a boothlack on 
the street 
Mr. Speaker, It seems to me that the n s ment of that 
fact is sufficient without comment; Carl Anderson’s life is and 
ought to be an inspiration to the American youtl It shows the 
possibility of American citizenship. Here was this bay, making 
his way when he was only a child, s g papers and blacking 
boots on the street, and today this gre gis ¢ ody has 
met to do honor to his memory. I have been thinking as I have 
been sitting here and listening t he eloquent w ls that have 
been spoken of him and of our other gue, Mr 
Wickliffe, and wondering w makes it posstble fe 
men to succeed. I think I know something of the secr of su 
cess of this rare soul, and that was this—that he possessed al 
most infinite ability for hard work It was not so much his 
brilliancy, perhaps, as it was the determination to stick to the 
task and a determination to work and ¢ be prepared Il know 
‘ hat this man believed in the philos phy if these little stanz 
know he did, thi rligmy personal assoc ion with him, These 
stanzas are from the brilliant pen of the late lamented Senator 


from Kansas, John J. Ingalls 
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Opportunity. 
Master of human destinies am I. 
Fame, love, and fortune on my footsteps wait; 
Cities and fields I walk; I penetrate 
Deserts and seas remote, and passing by 
Hovel, and mart, and palace, soon or late 
I knock unbidden once at every gate. 


If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 

I turn away. It is the hour of fate, 

And they who follow me reach every state 
Mortals desire, and conquer every foe 

Save death; but those who doubt or hesitate, 
Condemned to failure, penury, and woe, 
Seek me in vain and uselessly implore; 

I answer not, and I return no more. 


Representative Anderson was ready when opportunity 
knocked unbidden at his gate; but he had those sterling quali- 
ties of stalwart Americanism that would have enabled him to 
succeed whether opportunity knocked or no. 

It was the theory of life of Carl Anderson that he should be 
prepared for the work in hand, and when he was called by the 
people of his native city of Fostoria to the office of mayor of 
that city he was prepared for the work. When in the business 
world opportunities came to him, he was ready to embrace them. 
When he was called to this higher office, he was equipped for 
the work which he undertook to do, and the reason why he was 
equipped and why he was ready to embrace these opportunities 
was because he understood the philosophy of hard work. It is 
the same, Mr. Speaker, with men that it is with the lower 
organisms. Take the tree that stands in the midst of the dark- 
some forest where it is protected by other trees, and that tree 
will be straight and tall, but the fibre of it will not be so strong; 
but as to the oak that stands on the summit of the hill, the 
timber of that tree will be strong, because it has been torn and 
strained and twisted by every tempest that has blown for a 
thousand years. Put the little coral insect down at the mouth 
of a river where the current is gentle, the water warm, and 
where it is freighted with all the elements of plant growth, and 
the insect will die, but lay it upon a rocky ledge where the 
waves beat down with an everlasting power that would grind 
granite to powder, and it grows and thrives, builds up its tiny 
palace to the surface of the sea. And it is so with men. It is 
the battle, the toil, the contest, the struggle that brings out the 
best that is in human nature. And so it was with this dear 
deceased friend. He believed in the philosophy that is ex- 
pressed in those beautiful lines from the pen of Babcock, when 
he says: 

Be strong! 
We are not here to play, to dream, to drift; 
We have hard work to do and loads to lift. 
Shun not the struggle, face it; ’tis God’s gift. 


Be strong! 
Say not the days are evil—Who’s to blams?— 
And fold the hands and acquiesce. O shame! 
Stand up, speak out and bravely, in God’s name. 


Be strong! 
It matters not how deep intrenched the wrong, 
How hard the battle goes, the day how long: 
Faint not; fight on! Tomorrow comes the song. 


That was the philosophy of life of this man. And may I 
add not only did the boy make his own way, starting as a boot- 
black at 10 years of age, but by the time he had attained the 
age of 16 years, the little fellow had saved up enough from ...s 
slender earnings to buy a home for his mother. 


Mr. Speaker, it is not necessary, it seems to me, to point out 
anything else in the character of this unusual man. Devotion 
to mother, respect for mother. Saving from the slender sum 
which other boys might have spent for trifles and’ amusement, 
he buys a home for mother. Mr. Speaker, there is not any- 
thing finer in life than devotion to home and devotion to 
mother. The man who has these characteristics is bound to 
make a success of his public and private life, as did Carl 
Anderson. That spirit of work to which I have referred char- 
acterized his service here. He worked early and late in the 
interests of his constituents. 

Mr. Speaker, it is no discredit to anyone else to say that 
there was no man in Ohio who had the hold upon his district 
that Carl Anderson had. Everybody in the thirteenth district 
knew him)and all who knew him loved him. There was not 
another member of the Ohiodelegation who was as popular in 
his district as Carl Anderson was in his. My Colleague, Mr. 
Goeke, spoke touchingly and eloquently of the funeral services 
in Fostoria and Fremont. It was a marvelous tribute. There 
they were from all the walks in life, not simply the wealthy— 
although the wealthy were there—but from the middle walks 
of life. The common people were there in great numbers. 
Workmen, farmers, school-children—all classes and ages and 
professions were represented. It was a great outpouring, and 
in that beautiful city of Fremont, which has witnessed some his- 
toric scenes and some great historic funerals, it is said there 
never had been witnessed such an outpouring of the people as 
was witnessed that day. Back, back, for many rods, the people 
were packed, and the thing that touched me most, and as I said 
to one of my colleagues with me at the time, the thing that 
Carl would have prized most, was the fact that in that great 
crowd there were hundreds of old soldiers, members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. In the thirteenth district and 
all over the State it was felt that when Carl Anderson went 
away they had lost one of the most active and effective friends 
they had in American public life. 

The old boys in ‘blue were there at the funarel services in 
large numbers and gave the most convincing evidence of their 
profound sorrow at the tragedy which had overwhelmed them 
and hung like a pall over northwestern Ohio. 

On occasions like this, Mr. Speaker, we can but think of the 
serious problems of life. We wonder whence we come and 
whither we are going; what it is all about, and whether death 
is the end, or whether the tomb is but the gateway to an eternity 
of opportunity. 

It can not be that our little butterfly existence upon earth is 
the end. There is that within us which speaks unerringly ot 
another life, broader and higher and better than this. It can 
not be that the years of toil and strife and affection and prep- 
aration of a life well lived end at the grave. Another life be- 
yond the mystery we call “death” is prophesied with certainty 
by that unceasing and unsatisfied hunger in the human heart 
for something better than we are. Life is not broken, but con 
tinuous and unending. The deep, unfathomable mystery of 
being reamins unsolved. The beginning of life we know not, 











yet we know that we are, and we know that we shall continue 
to be, united beyond the grave with those loved ones who have 
gone on before. 


We think sometimes that perhaps death is the end of the 
feverish journey of life, but that is because our poor, weak 
human vision is so limited and so shortsighted.

Shut thee from heaven with a dome more vast, 

Till thou at length are free, 

‘Leaving thine outgrown shell by life’s unresting sea. 


Mr. Speaker, it was at the eventide that we stood yonder in 
the cemetery at Fremont. I shall never forget the spectacle. 
The glorious sun was going down in the golden west, marking 
the dying day, symbolic of the brilliant life that had passed 
into the great ‘beyond. We were gathered about the mound. 
Here were ranks of the old veterans, for whose interests Carl 
had fought, and they stood there and tried to keep the drooping 
shoulders as square as they were when many years ago they 
marched away to the grand, wild music of war. They tried to 
be ‘brave; but the eyes were dim and the cheeks were wet, for 
they knew they had lost a fearless and faithful advocate. And 
then there were the other friends gathered about, literally acres 
of them; as the casket, laden with flowers, was lowered beneath 
the green sod of that historic cemetery, I could but think of 
the tenderest lines of one of America’s sweetest singers, who 
wrote for a loved one this epitaph of undying beauty: 


‘Warm summer sun, shine kindly here; 

‘Warm southern wind, blow softly here; 

Green sod above, lie light, lie light. 

Good night, dear heart; good night; good night.
